Admiral Inglia telle me that General Vandenberg is just about ready to 
aooept a naval offioer as his deputy and that he and General Vandenberg 
have discussed the question at some length and are in complete agreement 
that tiie offioer selected by the Navy should have ability, should be a 
flag offioer, and must be able to get along with people. He should, 
of ooursa, if possible, have had some experienoe in intelligence work.
